NEW YORK — Michael Cohen, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s former personal 
lawyer and “fixer,” pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to campaign-finance viola- 
tions and other charges, saying he and 
Trump arranged the payment of hush 
money to porn star Stormy Daniels and 
a former Playboy model to influence 
the election. 

Cohen’s account appears to impli- 
cate Trump himself in a crime, though 
whether — or when — a president can 
be prosecuted remains a matter of legal 
dispute.

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Medical 
pot rules 
survive first

NORMAN — The attorney behind a 
challenge to medical marijuana regu- 
lations said the legal effort has shown 
success despite aloss in court Tuesday. 

“We've put their feet to the fire,” 
attorney Rachel Bussett said. “The 
work that we are doing is pushing the 
Department of Health forward to act 
the way that they’re supposed to act.” 

The attorney is representing more 
than a dozen Oklahomans who want to 
use medical marijuana, be in the busi- 
ness of providing it or both. They are 
challenging 21 rules and had sought an 
emergency injunction to keep those 
rules from being implemented. 

A judge Tuesday rejected the 
request.
